the Taitam Tuk reservoir, whoro, 
even on.a full. service, there is 
moro. than a hundred days’ supply 
inhand, Tho mischiof is,howovor, 
that tho conduit here can only 
cope with soven million gallon 
per day, und by the -time tho 
dastern and contral districts have 
beon served, tho rosidue coming 
through into tho Elliott filtor- 
beds is insufficlont to‘ mect the 
needs of the wostern : part .of 
the city, now cut off from tho 
Pokfulum roseryoir, Thus, in 
order to givo this locality even a 
partial supply, it becomes os- 
sentiol to rostfict the con- 
sumption of ‘the castern and
